REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


« ba 


: The scheecl board desires to make a few statements ? 
Gilsum has taken up its responsibilities wonderfully during 
the war. It, has been intensely patriotic and it has given 
often and most generously wherever it has seen the need. 
‘Money is no longer needed to carry on the war, but much 
must be done in many lines for the safety and prosperity 
of our wonderful America and certainly every one can see 
that ,the starting point is with the children, our future 
citizens, and they must be reached through the schools. 

The terrible condition of Russia is due more to this 
fact than to any other one thing, that the children are not 
made to go to school and that only one person in ten can 
read. There is need, in Gilsum, of more co-operation of 
parents, teachers and school board along this line, that the 
children be not allowed to stay out of school for any reason 
but illness.: Parents should show more interest in the 
schools, visit them, try to know the teachers better and 
~ to have more confidence in the school board so they will 
' stand back of it in its decisions and uphold it in the 
compulsory law of attendance. There are parents who do 


“’ not care whether their children go to school or not, but 


not often does it happen. When it does happen every 
effort must be made for these very children both by law 
‘and by love... They must be made to come by law and 
they must be held and surrounded by love and skill after 
they are in school. And here is where our great need of 
good teachers. comes in. The school board must have 
money and if the town cannot raise it, the state must be 
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appealed to for help. It helps on roads and it must help 
on schools. The few good teachers there are should be 
paid enough to draw them to us as well as to larger places 
and parents should help to get a Jegislature to help small 
towns like ours to do this. This last year we have had 
better schools than for some time and the parents have 
had a better understanding of the teachers. Our teachers 
have tried to know as many parents as possible ana some 
of the parents have invited the teachers to their homes. — 

Parents should encourage their children, take an 
interest in their advance and good behavior and co-operate 
with the teacher in securing them. Parents should 
investigate reports that come entirely from the children 
and the gossips before believing them. 

Within two years a report went abroad that the noise 
from the building was heard by women passing on the 
sidewalk. Following the report up, a member of the 
board found out just the day and time the terrible noise 
was heard and it so happened that the member was in the 
building at the very time and knew that, under the 
direction of the teacher the children were doing some very 
noisy physical exercises which, no doubt, could be heard 
some distance. Yet the report was generally believed 
to show the ordinary order of the room. This is very 
unjust to all concerned. The teacher of the West School 
has done good work in spite of many difficulties this year. 
The fear of the epidemic and the fact that she contended 
with it in her own family with some other causes made 
some serious breaks. There is some promising material 
in that part of the town for the future prosperity of Gilsum 
and if possible we hope to keep a school there for some 
time yet. , 

The town is indebted to the new member of the 
board for the better heating of the school rooms. The 
stoves were put in with the idea that they could be used in 
mild weather, thus saving much fuel, and in extreme 
weather they could supplement the furnace as that alone 
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has not kept the children warm enough for good work and 
it is hoped that with better heating there will be fewer 
colds among them. 

Gilsum has an unusual proportion, for a small town, 
of splendid children. Let every man and women unite 
with the board to give them a chance that they may 
become good citizens and save our country from the 
Bolsheviki doctrine and all similar dangers.
